City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley, member of the planning com- 
mission, said businesses have been 
established in the commerctal 
zone on Foothill boulevard 150 feet 
east of Euclid avenue to Campus 
avenue but that there are no com- 
mercial enterprises east of Cam- 
pus. He declared it is ideally situ- 
ated for new residences and is 
surrounded by agricultural land. 

Mr. Manley also suggested that 
streets paralleling Foothill boule- 
vard be built so that residences 
would not front directly on the 
boulevard and suggested that the 
commission obtain rights-of-way 
from property owners, 

Both suggestions were adopted 
by vote of the commission. 

Rezoning of the west ‘city area 
near the tracks was suggested in 
a letter written by Mrs. John B. 
Craig to the city council and refer. 
red to the planning commission. 

Mr. Manley said there are two 
packing houses on Euclid avenue 
in the district now zoned for light 
manufacturing, which extends 
west to San Antonio avenue. The 


. remainder of the area is planted 


to citrus groves except the res!- 
dences on Euclid place. 

From San Antonio avenue to 
Benson avenue is now zoned for 
heavy manufacturing. 

The objection to industry was 


that winds from * the ‘sétithwest }; 


would blow smoke, gas and fumes 
throughaut the residential section 
to the northeast. 

To amend the city’s zoning or- 
dinance, the planning commission 
recommendations must go before 
the. city council, public hearings 
must be held, and the council must 
vote on the amendments. 

Mrs. J. J. Nolan sponsored the 
resolution asking the county plan- 
ning commission to conform to the 
Upland restrictions in zoning the 
‘west end of the county: 

Wiley W. Mather suggested>that 
the commission take action on the 
request of Beulah college to re- 
zone the area in the vicinity of 
Arrow highway and San Antonlo 
avenue for residences and asked 
the commission’s zoning commit- 
tee to investigate the matter and 
report back at the next meeting. 

He commented that as Beulah 
college grows, a retail trading 
center will develop and that pro- 
vision should be made to accom- 
modate it. He said multiple dwell- 
ings and apartment houses might 
be needed then. 

Dr, Lilian F. Baxter asked that 


Euclid avenue be paved as quickly ; 


as possible. Mr. Manley said the 
cost would be $100,000 to pave the 
highway, put the flood conduits 
underground and take out the 
bridges and that if the work were 
done now property owners would 
have to pay the cost. However, as 
a postwar project, Upland could 
get federa] financial assistance, he 
said.

War and its backwash made the 
headlines 4 The Upland News this 
year. 


| Directly or indirectly, all activiy 


ties ‘were conditioned by war and 
it# repercussions brought problems 
o Upland that destorted every 
day life. 

As new battlefronts were opened 
in France and on south Pacific 
islands, reports came in of Upland 
boys. killed or wounded in action. 

Others fought and won decora- 
tions and returned home, and Up- 
land created a commission to as- 
sist them. 

War caused harvest labor short- 
ages, relieved partly by Italian 
war prisoners, then Mexican Na- 
tionals, then German prisoners of 
‘war. 

War caused the expansion of the 
Kaiser Industries and the con- 
struction of the shell plant, with 
overflow workers filling the Los 
Olivos project, Upland houses: and 
creating the necessity of 200 tem- 
porary houses and possibly an ad- 
ditional 200 here. 

Three war loan drives were 
oversubscribed and Uplanders met 
‘war chest and Red Cross quotas. 

War pushed Upland’s population 
up from approximately 6300 in 
1940 to about 7500 now, creating 
congestions in stores with limited 
and inexperienced help. 

War created the Selective Ser- 
vice board, the rationing board, 
the USO, the teenage group and 
other agencies, all needing volun- 
teer workers at times and coopera- 
tion of the public at all times. 

War reached into every home, 
every church, every club, every 
normal activity we know. It af- 
fected our elections, 

Here, month by month, is the 
story of Upland in 1944:

While commodity prices have 
increased sharply since the United 
States ‘was brought into the war 
slightly more than three years 
ago, Uplanders are getting the 
purest drinking water in the 
Southland at considerably less 
than half the charges of private 
utility companies and that cost 
has decreased in wartime, City 
Manager Richard G.. Manley, 
superintendent of the city’s water 
department, reports. 


Upland has been operating a 
water department for over 20 
years and provides service at ap- 
proximately the cost of operation. 


Mr. Manley mentioned that the 
Upland department serves its 
customers 1000 cubic feet of do- 
mestic water at a charge of $1 
while a private company in a near- 
by Los Angeles county commun- 
ity assesses $1.25 for 500 cubic 
feet. Three years ago, the cost 
here was $1 for 700 feet but the 
additional 300 feet was offered 
free as an inducement to victory 
gardeners. 


The city of Upland serves every 
house in the municipality and has 
no competitors serving domestic 
water. 

In 1924-25, the first full year of 
operation by the city, the depart- 
ment served 1000 customers who 
used 188,000,000 gallons and paid 
$25,000. In the fiscal year ending 
last June 30, there were 2000 con- 
nections. The consumers’ used 
403,192,950 .gallons and paid the 
city $60,000.

Upland serves water to persons 
residing outside the city limits 
when they live near the, water 
lines and when the city council 
authorizes “he connection. Today, 
there are i105 consumers outside 
Upland. 

Most of the outside consumers 
are at San Antonio Heights, but 
the San Antonio Water Co. gives 
domestic service to residents of 
the northerly section of the 
heights. 

Upland water is not treated but 
is analyzed monthly at the San 
Antonio Community hospital and 
rates high in purity. Because of 
the absence of chlorine, it does not 
have a distorted taste. 


There are three systems in the 
city: Downtown north to Foothill 
boulevard, Foothill boulevard to 
Twenty-first street and north of 
Twenty-first street. 

The city has four wells and 
seven reservoirs. Two wells and 
two reservoirs are located on 
Twenty-sixth street, two wells 
and two reservoirs on Twenty- 
second street, two reservoirs on 
Fifteenth street and one on Ninth 
street. 

A. R. Hays is the city water 
foreman, John Estes 1s assistant 
foreman and Mrs. Eva Moore is 
water department clerk. 

All equipment is run automati- 
cally, either by clocks or by float 
switches at the reservoirs, and 
water department men visit the 
plants once daily on inspection 
tours. 











Postal Income in 
10 Per Cent Gain 


Income to the ‘Upland post of- 
fice was nearly 20 per cent great- 
er during 1944 than in 1943, Post- 
master Orton P. Brady revealed 
today as he tabulated returns up 
until noon. 

Receipts totaled $51,583.39 as 
compared with $42,802.65 during 
last year. 

This big jump in returns, how- 
ever, is ndt surprising news since 
the totals have shown a steady 


| gain during all of 1944. 


For December up until noon to- 
day the returns totaled $7,114.71, 
about equal with the same month 
last year. 

The campaign to mail early 
helped the postal employes during 
November to get an early start on 
the usual Christmas rush and as 
the result the December income 
for this year is virtually the same 
as in 1943.

Value $141,987 


Tota] valuation of building per- 
mits issued in 1944 amount to less 
than half the construction valua- 
tion last year, figures for the 12 
months compiled by City Building 
Inspector Richard W. Derby to- 
day disclosed, 

For the 12 months of 1944, value 
of construction, alterations and re. 
pairs in Upland is $141,987.60. 








Last year, the construction valua- 
tion was $339,158.25. 

However, the Los Olivos housing 
project was included in the 1943 
figure but the 200 temporary 
houses under construction on 
North Campus avenue are not in 
the 1944 total. Mr. Derby explain- 
ed that the federal government 
and the contractor will not apply 
for a permit for the $396,000 pro- 
ject under construction because 
the houses are temporary. 

In 1938, building construction in 
Upland amounted to $338,776. In 
1939 it was $112,484; in 1940, 
$204,606; in 1941, $162,352 and in 
1942, $48,973.27. 

This month, permits for con- 
struction, repairs and alterations 
issued came to $5712. 

Permits were issued this week 
to Mrs, Emma Thayer, 445 North 
Second avenue, to alter the dwell- 
ing; to N. L. Artis for an addition 
to the dwelling at 446 Twelfth 
avenue; to Walter Alben, 279 
South Euclid avenue, and Anna 
Washburn, 529 Ninth avenue, to 
repair roofs, and to O. M. Neely, 
257 South Second avenue, for an 
addition to a garage.
